The newspapers are 
unanimous in the condemnation of 
Russia and attribute all incidents to 
tKe anti'British sentiment. 


QUIET IN ST. PETERSBURG 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 
31.-—The 


day here passed In perfect quiet. There 
has been no manifestation of terror- 
ism. 
The report that a bomb was 


thrown at the Governor General's resi- 
dence Is unfounded. 
The Interest has 


been transferred from St. Petersburg 
and Moscow to Warsaw, Lodz and LI- 
bau, where a state of siege has been 
proclaimed. 
Warsaw is, the chief center of inter- 


est on account of the rioting there 
Sunday and Sunday night, in which 
at least 180 persons were killed or 
wounded. 
The strike continues un- 


abated and business Is parylizer. but 
there was better order during the day. 


In Warsaw, however, the crisis Is 


by no means passed and there Is great 
apprehension here with regard to what 
the night may bring forth. 
The public reprimand administered 


to Deputy Chief of Police Roudnoft of 
Moscow, on account of the posting of 
anti-British circulars. It Is thought will 
satisfy England. 


BOBB FdR RUSSIAN PRINCE 
PARIS., an. 31.—The police early to-

Western Pacific's Main 


Line Will Strike Reno 


W 


ITHIN the past ten days two of the chief engineers In charge of 


the Western Pacific railroad have been In Reno. They were 
Messrs. Dillman and Cleary. 
Mr. Dlllman Is the chief engi- 


neer, while Mr. Cleary 1» his chief assistant. Mr. Dllman has taken an 
outfit and is now working his way 'through the Beckwith Pass complet- 
ing arrangements for beginning work on the rest of the line that It to 
parallel the Southern Pacific through Nevada. Work will begin not with- 
in sixty days as has been stated but within the next month and what 
Is more the big transcontinental line will pass through this city, not by a 
branch line, as has been surmised, but by direct route. 


Though The Journad as yet is not in a position to give out Its source 


of Information, the announcement that the main line will strike this city 
can be taken as official. 


This bears out the theory often published In this paper. The action of 


Western Pacific people in buying and- for division quarters In this city* 
a year or more ago only confirms the story. 


The fact is the line will begin from this city to parallel the South- 


ern Pacific directly east for at least a distance of 176 miles. 
This route 


has been definitely agreed upon, though three different surveys 
have 


been made. Division headquarters, almost, if not equally as large as the 
big works at Sparks are to be established here. 
Reno Is to be made a 


terminal for the Western Pacific In every .way as Important as that 
established by the Southern Pacific at Sparks. 


Mr. Dlllman. when seen In Reno was asked to deny the report If not 


true, but he refused to do so and faespnd stating that he' was not seek- 
ing publicity, said his company will begin active construction work from 
both ends of the line at once.

bribery made against Senators XL J. 
Emmons, of Kern; Ell Wright, of San- 
ta Clara and Harry Bunkers and Prank 
French of Son Francisco. 


In hotel lobbies and on the street 


corners, groups of statesmen are eag- 
erly discussing the various phases of 
the cose and on all sides, it is admit- 
ted that the scandal is the gravest that 
has occurred in 
legislative circles 


since the famous waste basket episode 
of 1891. 


All the accused men staunchly deny 


the allegations that have been made 
acrainst them, but even their friends 
declare that they will have to do con- 
siderable explaining. 


It Is openly rumored that warrants 


may be issued for the arrest of the 
Senators and the agent who is accus- 
ed of passing the money. 


A special committee waa appointed 


this ofternooti 
to investigate 
the 


charges mode against the Senators. 


The committee met tonight in the 


Supreme Court chamber of the Capi- 
tol. 
Senator Belshaw acted as chair-

trial property of the nation by fewer and fewer people, In 
the form of corporations. Judge Qrosscup asserts that 
.the present tremendous bank hoards of wage- earners are 
a menace, that they ought to be devoted to individual 
enterprise, as In the early days of the republic, and that 
to bring this about, proprietorship In corporations must 
b« made safe and accessible to working people. 


That the Institution of private property seems at pres- 


ent doomed by the corporation, Judge Grosscup shows by 
a striking comparison In bank deposits In 1880 with those 
of 1894. During that period the population of the United 
States increased about fifty per cent; its wealth Increased 
about sixty per cent; while Its bank deposits — represent- 
ing the capital withheld by the bulk of our citlsens from 
active private enterprise — Increased from two and a quar- 
ter billion .dollars to eleven billion dollars; over five hun- 
dred per cent. 


This means that the wage-earners of moderate means 


increasingly prefer to let others invest their savings for 
them. And Judge Orosscup's remarks on the phenomena 
nre memorable. 


The transformation of the ownership of a country's 


industrial property, from Its people generally, to a few 
of Its people only, reaches the bed-rock of social and mor- 
al forces on which alone, the whole structure of republi- 
can institutions' rests; for, under such conditions, instead 
of depending each on himself and his own Intelligence 
chiefly for success, the great bulk of our people. Increas- 
ingly, will become dependents upon others. Those who 
possess Investlble means will come to rely solely upon the 
great financial Institutions; and those who possess nothing 
but the capacity for labor, upon the great organisations 
of labor. That is paternalism; paternalism in its final 
form. 


As able as the article Is to this point, it Is in Judge 


Qrosscup's three clear suggestions of "How to Save the 
Corporation" that we flnd its unusual and constructive 
value. 


Government control: "Putting aside the forty-and- 


flve bewildering state hands, for the one great national 
hand." 


Regeneration: "Cut out the stock -Jobbing corporation; 


the water-logged corporation; the mere vision of vision- 
aries; the labyrinthlan cornoratlon, whose stock and bon.-l 
Issues are • • • purposely Wangled." 


Opening of proprietorship to wage- earners; to such 


workers, no less than to captains and lieutenants of in- 
dustry, a share of profits should be given. 


This statesmanlike summary ought to be read by every 


voter In the United States.

EIGHT-HOUR LOW BEATEN 


C 


OMMENTING on the defeat of nn eight -hour law 


similar In Its operations to that now on the statute 


books of Nevada, the Salt Lake Herald has the following, 
every word of which applies with equal effect to condi- 
tions In this state: 


The Idaho legislature, composed almost exclusively of 


Republicans, on Thursday defeated by a tremendous ma- 
jority a bill which proposed to limit the hours of tabor 
In mines and smelters to eight hours a day. We do not 
regard this action as creditable to the Republican party In 
Idaho. 
It has been demonstrated time and again that 


•ight hours Is plenty long enough for any man to work in 
a mine or smelter. Humane considerations would seem to 
dictate the passage of a law alOng this line. 


It was argued In Idaho that the passage of the law 


would have the effect of keeping capital out of Idaho's 
mines and smelters. The same sort of argument wa» 
made here, but we have not observed that it had any bad 
effect on our mining and smelting Industry. On the con- 
trary. there was never a time in the history of Utah when 
mining was being carried on more aggressively or when 
the smelting Industry was more prosperous. 


In spite of the eight-hour law, which has been sus- 


tained by the supreme court of the United States, or per- 
haps because of the law. there is a great deal more money 
Invested In the mines and smelters of this state than at 
any time prior to Its passage. No* do we anticipate any 
Immediate reduction in the volume of these industries. 
They are going forward all the time. The workers are 
happy, the employers are drawing a good percentage on 
their Investments. 


Does any reasonable man suppose that capital will

Capital Is going to those places 
where it can be made productive. It will go Into Idaho 
because it can earn dividends there, because Idaho is a 
great and growing state, not because it has an eight-hour 
law for mines and smelters. We do not believe a single 
Instance can be cited In which an eight-hour law has In- 
jured n state. 


All the trouble In Colorado lost summer was caused 


by the failure of the legislature to pass such a law after 
the people had clearly' demanded It. And law or no law 
the mine and smelter employes In Colorado has an eight- 
hour day now. a concession wrung from the employers 
at a tremendous cost.

The company 


consists of 100,000 shares of stock 
at the par value oof $1 per share. Thir- 
ty thousand dollars has already been 
subscribed. The stock, is owned chiefly 
by Reno capitalists. 


Surveyors have been at work under 


the direction of T. H. Nicholas for the 
past ten days surveying the pipe line 
and the sites for the power house and 
other buildings. The water will be fur- 
nished by an electric pumping plant 
It is intended to have a stand pipe one 
hundred feet high and six feet in di- 
ameter. Out of this stand pipe, which 
wilt be supplied by an artesian well, 
the water will be pumped to Sparks. 
A pressure of ninety feet Is obtainable 
which will be sufficient for all pur- 
poses, including the flre department. 


The electric light poles are now be- 


ing set. The water pipe was ordered 
from a San Francisco company a few 
days ago. C. E. Clough of Reno made 
a trip to San Francisco for the pur- 
pose. It Is now on the road and will 
be here In a few days.

The examination began In the morn-

The prisoner, with his faithful

presented by Sardis Summerfield and 
E. C. McFarlln. 
The latter gentleman 


Is an attorney from Vacaville, engaged 
by Mrs. Regan to assist in the defense 
of her son. 


The prosecution was conducted by 


District Attorney Craig and Special 
Counsel Pike. 


Nellie Hess, a sister of the deceased, 


was called by the State to recite the 
events on the night of the tragedy. She 


made a good witness and was followed 
by Ernest Von Koch, whose testimony 
was rather contradictory. Von Koch 
has been in jail since the inquest and 
when his testimony was finished yes- 
terday Judge Pollock placed him un- 
der bonds of $2.000 to appear before 
the Grand Jury. He was unable to fur- 
nish the required amount and is in jail 
agala. Mr. Hammell also testified for 
the State. 


Drs. Morrison and Thoma, who per- 


formed the autopsy were called by the 
defense.

There has been much discussion 


during the past few days among the 
cadets of the Nevada State University 
relative to the proposed action of the 
Regents, which. If made a law, will 
compel each and every member of the 
battalion not only to own two uni- 
forms but to wear them/ at all times 
and occasions. 
The cadets are un- 


animously opposed to the measure for 
many reasons, which should command 
more than passing notice. 
According to the Revised Statutes of 


tho United States, section 1225. and the 
acts of Congress amendatory thereor. 
mi'itary schools, agriculture schools and 
all schools to which affairs of the army 
active or retired may be detailed under 
the existing law. shall be divided Into 
three classes as follows: 


Class "A"— All schools to which of- 


ficers of the army, active or retired. 
may be detailed under the provisions 
of the existing law. except schools of 
the second and third classes. 


Claaa "B" — Agriculture schools es- 


tablished under the provisions of the 
Act of Congress of July 2, 1862 and 
which are required by said Act to In- 
clude military tactics In their curric- 
ulum.

6 1904, «tate specifically that students 
organised into a company °r battalion 
of cadets for the purpose of military 
Instruction upon occasions of military 
ceremony. In the execution of drills, 
guard duty, and when receiving other 
practical instruction, shall appear In 
the uniform prescribed by the institu- 
tion The wearlnp of uniforms when 
engaged in other duties was never 
intended by the War Department. 


The wearing of a uniform at 
all 


times is a local matter, and one that is 
only enforced by small schools who 
teach little else than military tactics. 


The general orders further state that 


the administration of the drill shall 
conform In all respects to that of the 
army. 
The U. S. regular Is constant- 
5 on duty, while a cadet at a State 
University of class "B" Is on duty only 
one hour a day. The regular mus 
wear his uniform while on duty, and 
so must the college cadet, but he should 
not be compelled to wear the uniform 
in a manner contrary to the order*. o 
the Secretary of War any more than 
he should be made to violate any -»»«> 
obligation, 


Councilman Drappo regrets that his 


position on the eight-hour law taken 
at a meeting of the Council Saturday 
night has been misconstrued. Though 
Mr. Drappo made the motion that the 
wages of the employes of the city be 
reduced to $2 per day he requests The 
Journal to state that he was misun- 
derstood In the matter. 
What Mr. 


Drappo Intended was that city work 
be based on a uniform rate of 86 cents 
per hour. 
As now practiced, Mr. 


Drappo states, some of the city's em- 
ployes work twelve hours per day for 
$80 per month, or about 22 cento per 
hour, while others are working nine 
hours with more In pay In proportion 
than the men who work twelve. 


Mr. Drappo further states that when 


the attention of the Council was call- 
ed to the fact that the city was work- 
Ing its employes nine hours per day In 
street work In the face of the law re- 
quiring eight hours per day on all,pub- 
Hc work, Mr. Drappo. who Is street 
commissioner, immediately raised the 
wages 26 cents per day without con- 
sulting the Council. 


Before this step was taken the men 


were receiving $2 per day for nine 
hours' work and Mr. Drappo believed 
they were entitled to a pro rata for 
extra time. 
* 
He states that the motion of Sat- 


urday evening was in no sense to evade 
the eight-hour law or to cut wages, 
but on the contrary was Intended to 
equalize the wages of all city employ- 


Under his plan all twelve hour
